INDIAN INVENTIVENESS. 


COULD NO T STA N D “CRITICISM * 


Real Canhp of thp Suicide of Vlathew Cun- 
ninghit in, Who Shot Himself— 
Leaves a Letter. 


Bloomington, 111., Oct. 25.—In a let­ 
ter addressed to the p ress. Matthew 
Cunningham, late recorder of McLean 
county, gave the real motive for bis 
suicide a few days ago. 
He declares 
that he could no longer stand the in­ 
nuendoes from his critics. 
As a con­ 
sequence he shot himself. 
In his let­ 
ter he said: 
"I have lived an up right 
life and always have done as I wished 
to be done by. 
My honesty and my 
up rightness never before were 
ques­ 
tioned. 
I wish to say to the sup er­ 
visors of McLean county, for all time 
to come, never allow county officers 
to be p ersecuted by meddling p erson* 
without investigating, for the old say­ 
ing is that ‘a lie travels ten miles while 
the truth Is p utting its shoes on.’ ” 
After saying that he never wilfully 
wronged a man in his life he p roceed» : 
“Now 1 w ant to say to my friends 
that I have been p ersecuted by mail 
clous and willful p ersons. 
1 can name 
them all, but will not. 
It has always 
been in regard to some mistakes in 
my office which could easily have been 
corrected without damage to any one 
They have occurred with p ast record­ 
ers and will occur again. 
It is 
impo s­ 
sible to p revent them. It is Imp ossible 
to be p erfect."

That the North American Indian nev­ 
er rose to a high level of civilizat ion may 
be attributed to his lack of inventive­ 
ness as well as to his indolence and 
Imp rovidence. 
lie reared no enduring 
structures and constructed no instru­ 
ments for the manufacture on any­ 
thing but the smallest scale of articles 
of use and exchange. 
This seems at 
first glance like a satisfactory exp lana­ 
tion of the undevelop ed state of his 
civilisation. 
It is nevertheless not true that the 
Indian lacked inventiveness. 
He has 
left at least two worth}' monuments 
of his cap acity for invention, although 
our own civilization has converted 
them from articles of necessity inti» 
wliat are p ractically p laythings. 
These two evidences of the Indian 
genius are the birch bark canoe and 
th» * suowshoe. 
For beauty and utility 
iu the uses for which it was designed 
no p roduct of the white man s art 
working with the same materials coulil 
have surp assed the Indian canoe. The 
suowshoe, as the lmlian designed and 
made it, moreover, is a distinct work 
of art and, like the violin of the older 
masters, seems incap able of Imp rove 
ment. 
It may be argued th at these are arti­ 
cles of the simp lest kind, but the gen­ 
ius that insp ired their invention and 
construction is none the less worthy to 
rank with that which m anifests itself 
in our own civilization iu works of an 
amp ler but not more beautiful design. 
—Boston Globe.

We were reminded the other day of 
some of the incidents of country life 
of former years by the offering for 
sale at a London auction m art of a 
coup le of man trap s. These engines 
were once up on a time p art of the 
chattels of well nigh every considera 
ble landowner and every energetic 
gamekeep er.

The sp ring gun gave its 
alarm, and watchers were sp eedily in 
attendance, t !. ■:•*> was something very

W r i t i n g W h ic h May B e M ad e I n v i s i ­ 
b le or \ i«lble a t W ill. 
There are several ways In which two 
p ersons can corresp ond with each oth­ 
er unknown to even the p eop le bet ore 
whose eyes the very letter is held. 
Ovid taught young women when w rit­ 
ing to their liners they should use new* 
milk as iuk. This when dried is invis­ 
ible, but by scattering coal dust or soot 
up on the p ap er the writing becomes 
legible. Ansonius adop ted this methixl 
when w riting to I’aulinus. 
Diluted sulp huric acid, lemon juice, 
solutions of nitrate and chloride of 
cobalt or of chloride of cop p er write 
colorless, but on beiug heated the char­ 
acters w ritten with the first two be­ 
come black or brown and the latter 
green. 
When the p ap er becomes cool 
the writing disap p ears and leaves the 
p ap er blank again. Saltp eter dissolved 
in w ater and e» iual p arts of sulp hate of 
cop p er and sal ammoniac dissolved in 
w ater art* two good Invisible inks. 
There are also some inks which are 
invisible when dry, but visible when 
moistened with another ihjuid. 
Thus 
a solution of muriate of antimony 
washed with tincture of galls becomes 
yellow, green vitriol ink washed with 
the same solution turns black, nitrate 
of cobalt washed with oxalic acid 
turns blue, arseniate of p otash with 
nitrate of cop p er green, solution of 
gold with muriate of tin p urp le.

When the monarchy was restored to 
p ow» *r the statue was dug up agaiu 
and bought by the government to be 
p laced in its p resent p osition, where It 
has remained since 1074.

Elgin Man Plans Pleasure Party as 
Prelude to Tragedy . 
The particulars of the Elgin tragedy 
mentioned in T iik T klkgraph last 
evening are as follows: 
Starting on a pleasure driv e with a 
party of friends and promising a lia 
good time, Frank Loos of this place 
turned a merry occasion into a tragedy 
by shooting and killing his wife and 
then tiring a bullet into hisown brain 
The killing to:*k place on a main 
trav eled road two and a half miles 
east of Elgin late Saturday night. 
Loos and his wife, together with 
three friends, were taking a oioon- 
ljgbt driv e in the country. One of the 
I friends was Charles Baldwin, a well to 
do retired farmer, and because he was 
jealous of 
his wife's attentions to 
Baldwin, it is believed, Loos sougut to 
kill both himself and wife 
After driv ing around Elgin for an 
hour the party left the town 
and fol­ 
lowed the Chicago street road into 
the country. 
Loos ev idently was in a gay mood 
and constantly was prov oking 
the 
merrim ent of 
the party' with his 
jokes. 
Mrs. Loos 
was also light­ 
hearted and talked and laughed w ith 
Baldwin and 
with Mr. and Mrs. 
Ralph Chester, who were the other 
members of the party. 
Suddenly as 
they neared a bridge ov er Poplar creek, 
Loos halted the carriage. 
“ Frances,” he said, “ I want to 
speak to you a m om ent.’' 
Then giv ­ 
ing the reins to Mrs. Chester, he 
stepped out, assisted his wife down 
and bade the others driv e on for a 
short distance 
W ithout suspicion they did so, leav ­ 
ing Loos and his wife in the road to­ 
gether. 
When they had driv en 
fifty 
rods they were startled by four shots, 
and hurriedly drov e back. 
Loos and 
his wife were lying by the roadside, 
the husband across the wife’s body. 
Mrs. Loos was dead, with two wounds 
in her right cheek. 
A bullet hole 
abov e Loos’ right eye showed he had 
tried to end his life.

still was clutched In his hand.
